In a cavnal conversa- 
tion with the Editor of Tue Search- 
light, the organ of the Women's Home 
and Foreign Missionary Society, we 
learned that certain ministers of our 
church have applied for the price of 
publishing articles, that will ad vocate 
the election of certain men to the 
Bishoprie. Does not this look like 
we are going crazy? 

Brethren, as the boys say when 
they play marbles, it is time to come 
to taw. We grant that, as we have no 
nation, and as the African Methodist 
Episcopal Church is the largest insti- 
tution, religious or secular, our race 
has upon the globe, there is a great

*Forcing Out the Blacks.“ 


Under this startling headline, The 
World refroduces, on its first page, 
this week, aft» article describing the 
crusade against the Negroes in Texas 
and Louisiana, and the fell determina- 
tion to hunt them ont of the country. 
Both the motive and the methods are 
described in the article with a brutal 
clearness that leaves no room for mis- 
take. Aside from the ordinary race 
prejudice, the Negroes are not wanted 
becanse they get their share of labor, 
which the whites do not want to di- 
vide. The whites, it seems, want all 
the more profitable work and are only 
williag to allow the Negroes to do the 
briekmaking. Just as among the an- 
cient Egyptians, the oppressed people 
are forced to confine themselves to the 
brick business. Whether they are 
compelled to make bricks without 
straw," like the Israclites, is not stat- 
el, but it is safe to guess that their 
jobs are made as onerons as possible 
and as poorly paid. The story, as told 
in all its nakedness, in the letter we 
quote, is a sad commentary on our 
civilization and sense of justice. 
Every method is resorte\ to to terror- 
ive the Negro from white-capping to 
plain murder. They are shot down 
without canse and hnnted like wild 
beaste. No exceptions are made, the 
industrions and well-to-do suffering 
with the rest, to be dark in color is 
enough. The order has gone forth 
that they must go. In order to pro- 
tect the lives of themselves and their 
helpless little ones, they must flees im- 
mediately on short notice, abandoning 
their property and homes to their per- 
$6entors. Thus, we see, that direct 
robbery as well as murder are accom- 
paniments of these infamous persecu- 
tions. Bat it is not alone in Texas 
and Lonisiana that these outrages are 
taking place. The dispatches an- 
nonnced this week that in North Caro- 
lina a *ystematic crusade against the 
blacks had been organized all along 
the line. The determination is openly 
annonnced of depriving the Negroes 
of all rights and reducing them to s 
worse condition than the old slavery. 
The same thing comes from South 
Carolina and other states. — Indiausp- 
olis World.

FOOLS SHOULD HOLD THEIR 
TONGUES. 


It is really fanny, and ridiculous, 
too, to hear men who want to be look- 
ed npon as scholars, talking abont the 
impossibility of transporting mil- 
ions of colored people across the zen, 
and the nnmber of years it would re- 
quire.“ A man said, the other day, 
who boasts of being a graduate of a 
first-class college, but whose intellec- 
tual exhibits were more in keeping 
with a graduate of a horse-stable, or 
a dog-kennel, that it would take two 
hundred years to ship five millions of 
people to Africa, by employing all the 
spare ships of the world.” This shows 
how little the miserable petit-maitre 
knows. Why, during the past thirty- 
three years over six millions of immi- 
grants have lapded at Castle Garden, 
N. V., to say nothing of those who 
have landed at Halifar, New Brhins- 
wick, Boston, Philadelphia, Balti- 
more, Norfolk, Savannah, OCharles- 
ton aud New _ Orleans, which 
wonld likely amount to two or 
three millions more. For one, we are 
getting tired of the ignorant babble of 
such a vast number of college gradn- 
ates, who have studied nothing but a 
fow school books, and then want peo- 
ple to believe they know everything, 
when they really know nothing. We 
are not reflecting upon edncation, 
God forbid we should, but a college 
graduate is not educated; he is simply 
put in a condition to become educated, 
if Re will keep his fool mouth shut 
till he reads and studies something. 


PETITION TEN TULES LONG. 


Having been elected chairman of the 
committee to petition congress for a 
hundred millions of dollars to aid in 
the work of gmigration, by the Pre- 
siding Eldefs' council, we should send 
s petition ten miles long to the na- 
tional legislature. This can be easily 
done, if all who favor the appropria- 
tion of a hundred millions, will pur- 
chase sheets of foolscap paper, and let 
everybody sign who desire.

for the United States, ons for South 
Africa, one for West Africa, one for 
Cabs, Hayti and Porto Rico, and one 
for California, Hawaii and the Philip- 
pine islands, and that the salaries of 
these Bishops be the same as are paid 
to the general officers of the church. 

Rev. Fitzpatrick said: We had 
five hundred men who would eredita- 
bly serve the church in those Mission 
fields, and thank God for that salary. 

Bishop Turner said: Les, for 8 
thousand dollars a year and would 
be glad to get it, but we 
want men for Vicar Bizhops, Suffragan 
Bishops, Assistant Bishops or Mis- 
sionary Bishops, or whatever name you 
wish to give them, who will not make 
the mere salary an item of cousidera- 
tion, since we give them enough to 
live upon. Any man who will seek 
the Bishopric, either here or in foreign 
fields, for the mere «alary,is not fit to 
be a Bishop. The chief question 
should be, can I better serve God and 
the church in that capacity? A Bisb- 
op should be no more & money 
hog than a Pastor or any other Mis- 
sionary.” My God,” said the Bishop, 
„our race is too poor and too much 
lyuched and robbed in this conntry to 
talk about paying fancy salaries. The 
preacher who can barely live onght to 
thank God and work for his reward 
beyond the skies. 

A great sensation was created when 
the committes on the state of the 
conntry read their report, and recom- 
mended that the Presiding Elder's 
council appoint a committee to set be- 
fore the United States congress the 
deplorable condition of the Negro in 
several of the southern states, and to 
petition congress for an appropriation 
of a $100,000, 000 to start a line of 
steamships between the United States 
and Africs,. in order to enable all Ne- 
groes who may desire to do 80, to em- 
igrate to Africa, or wherever they may 
elect to go. The report of the com- 
mittee was adopted with the provision 
which created the committee to ask an 
appropriation of a hundred million” 
dollars. The resolution was debated 
bo and con, but the vote was practi- 
cally unanimous. 

The Bishop said he did not desiro 
the government to carry emigrants in 
the aggregate free to Africa, but to 
take them direct and at reasonable cost. 

He said that European immigrants are 
landed in this country at from ten to fif- 
teen dollars each. But he said in going 
to Africa from this country one must 
go by England, thus crossing the ocean 
twice, at a cost of a hundred dollars 
at the cheapest rate, while it should 
not cost over fifteen dollars. He said 
that over six million of immigrants 
had come to this country from Europe 
in the last thirty-three years at an 
average cost of twelve dollars each, 
aud if we had direct communication 
with Africa, as Englaud, France, Ger- 
many, Spain and Italy has, which 
keeps over five hundred steamships 
plying between Europe and Africa, we 
could go to Africa, or at least to Li- 
beria for fifteen dollars each. So that 
a handred and five million of dollars, 
at fifteen dollars each, would land 
seven million of Negro emigrants in 
Liberia or almost anywhere on the 
West Coast. But a hundred million 
would be a snfficient appropriation for 
the next thirty years. All of us are 
not going to emigrate; according to 
the best historic anthorities, not over 
half of the children of Israel left 
Egypt. The scnllionized Israelites re- 
mained in Egypt and have never been 
heard of since, and the senllionized Ne- 
gro will remain here.

AFRICAN EMIGRATION. 

Those who are harping about Bishop 
Tarner being the only man in the 
conatry who favors African emigration, 
ought to have been at the Presiding 
Elders' council in Birmingham, the 
three days they were in sessioh, and 
heard the tales of horror and woe that 
were told there by nearly all of them. 
The life of our people, in some se- 
tions, does not compare with that of a 
dog. 80 far from nobody desiring to 
leave this hell-deserving nation, it 
wonld appear that everybody-is ready. 
If there were ships going direct to the 
desert of Sahara, thousands would be 
willing to try it, if they had the means 
to leave. The newspapers that often 
are 80 full of horrible results, do not 
tell one-tenth of the dreadful state of 
things. Wo sat and listened with our 
eyes full of tears aud our heart ready to 
burst. These anti-African emigration- 
ists in the north, and even here in the 
south, deserve tar and feathers, to say 
the least. 

Tur Methodist Herald, Dr. John 
M. Henderson editor, in its August 
issue, says: 

The scheme of ex-Consul Waller of Mad- 
agascar to have all of the American Negroes 
zent to Cuba, and established there in farm- 
ing, mechanical and trade industries, 
meets with the approval of a great many 
repregontative colored men in Brooklyn and 
in Manhattan.” 

What good would result from such a 
scheme? Would they not still be un- 
der the prejudices of the United States, 
and under the revolting decision of the 
United States Supreme Court? Would 
they not be dominated by white ruf- 
flans? Would any Africanite hope to 
be Governor, Supreme Judge, Presi- 
dent, General, Admiral, or reach in 
any particular, the bighest point of 
distinction? No; he would still be a 
free slave, a walegged ass. 
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Ds. Joux P. Trvzxzr of Washing 
ton, D. C., our oldest son, who is an 
intense McKinleyite, and, we judge, 
believes that Jesus would not make a 
better president, in taking ns to task 
for what be regards a reflection upon 
the president in not standing by the 
Negro to the extent we believe he 
conld, writes: Tour criticism upon 
the president is not warranted.

ation made by the Missionary Board, 
proceeds to deseribe the general con- 
dition of our West African work aud 
recommends the election of a Bishop, 
or a Vicar Bishop, or a Missionary 
Bishop to reside in West Africa. He 
pays quite a compliment to the spot- 
less character of Rev. L. C. Curtis to 
fill the position, but does not pre- 
sume to dictate to the church. He 
says that West Africa must have some 
kind of resident Bishop. We concur 
with Elder Lindsay that a resident 
Bishop is not only needed now, but 
as there will soon be a vast emigration 
pouring into Liberia, a resident Bishop 
will be in great demand.

It 
would be inflaitely better for the Negro who 
dan never reach the full measure of Amer- 
loan manhood and cftizenship with bis en- 
rironments ot race prejudices and oxtracism 
in this country. Something more than the 
right to earn a Hiving is demanded of one 
who enjoys American ottisenship. The high- 
ent premfums and rewards of lite Should be 
within the zones of his aspirations and 
achievements. These are shut out from the 
Negro, in the main, by reason of his color 
and previous condition of servitude, the 
constitution of the United States to the con- 
trary, notwithstanding. Race prejudice is 
not confined to the white man and Negro. 
It is as strong and intense between the 
white man and Indian and Chinaman, or 
any colored race, It affects relations be- 
tween families of the white race, and has 
recently shaken the foundations of the 
French republic almost to the point of tot- 
tering and collapse. Why the Almighty has 
implanted this feeling In our hearts, of 
course, I shall not endeavor to explain. 
Ihe most advanced stages of civilization do 
not appear to eradicate it-—Christianity 
does not nor eqnnoct, and the only refuge 
for the wenker race is an exodus, or perpet- 
ual aubordination to the stronger, or exter- 
mination.” 


The above is the language of a man 
who rises above his personal predi- 
lections and speaks the truth, regard- 
less of the fact that he belongs to the 
white race and that be is an ex-general 
of the late Confederacy. There is not 
a scintilla of race prejudice found in 
all he says. Every word shows that

I was born in Co weta county, state 
of Georgia, in the year 1850. Con- 
verted in 1867; licensed to preach in 
1869; attended the public school 
in the county under northern teach- 
ers; admitted on trial in the itiner- 
ancy in the Georgia Conference in 
1872; ordained deacon in 1873 in Sa- 
vannah, Ga. Ordained Elder in 1875. 
Rev. S. B. Jones, P. E., during the 
interval of the conference put me in 
charge of Liberty Hill circuit. 
Prior to this time the A. M. E. 
Church was unknown in Fayette and 
Campbell counties. My father, « reg- 
ular itinerant preacher of the M. E. 
Church north, received his first infor- 
mation of the existence of the A. M. 
E. Church through Bisbop W. J. 
Gaines and Elder J. A. Wood; 
whereupon he (my father) imme 
diately withdrew and brought with 
him 1,000 members and connect- 
ed himself with them to the A. M. E. 
Church in 1868 under Bishop Wayman 
and was reappointed to the same work. 
In 1870 he was appointed to the 
Talbotton station, thus leaving bis for- 
mer work without a pastor. I was ap- 
pointed by Rev. 8. B. Jones, P. E., to 
serve the remainder of that conference 
year. This was my first appointment. 
During the year I received 110 pers0ns 
into the church. I also extended the 
church into Meriwether county where 
we had no church. Organized a church 
with 75 members. It is now one of 
the leading charges in the Griffin dis- 
trict. (New Hope Church.) 
In Jannary, 1871, I met the Confer- 
erence in Atlanta, Ga. Bishop J. M. 
Brown presided. At this Conference 
I received my first appointment to the 
Pipe Creek circuit on the Sa 
vanvah river, embracing the ad- 
jacent land of South Carolina 
in the Savannah District. On this 
work I built two churches and re- 
ceived into the church three hundre 1 
members. 
The General Conference of 1872 
changed this work to the Sonth Caro- 
ling Conference, I met the Confer- 
ence in 1873, at Macon, Ga., and re- 
ported, and by my request was trans- 
ſerred to the South Carolina Confer- 
ence, which convened at Georgetown, 
January 15th, 1873, and was appoint- 
ed to Pipe Creek cirenit for the third 
15 members worshipping in an old 
work-shop. At the end of sik months 
it was sold. We were theu left with- 
out a place in which to worship. After 
much trouble and worry the Rev. Me- 
Dowell, a Presbyteriau minister, gave 
ns the use of his little church for 
services until we could build, Shortly 
after this, I learned that the white 
Presbyterians wanted to sell their 
school property. I saw them about it, 
and they agreed to sell to us on the 
installment plan. It was near our 
Annual Conference, 80 I got them to 
wait until the Conference met; I then 
laid the matter before the bretbren 
and they gave $150 to aid in purchas- 
ing the property. Now we have a 
dar. 

During the year one of the churches 
became involved in a law suit with the 
JC. M. E. Church over the rights of 

Ppossession; their claim was not sus 
tained by the court, therefore, we had 
the rights of possession to the lot and 
improvements. It was & clear victory 
for our church. This was my first 
experience in oivil proceedings. 

In 1874 and 78, I served on the 
Beach Branch Cirenit; during this 
time I bnilt two churches and added 
250 members to the oburch. 


gation, 


cirenit. 
members worshipping in an old log 
honse. I built a good church here, 
and received 150 members into the 
church. 

From 1882 to 1885 I was at Manning 
Station, I remodeled the church, put 
in new pews, bought a bell at the cost 
of $100 and added to the church a 
large number. I pnblisbed the first 
newspaper in this part of the state, set 
the type and did the press work, 1 
served the public as postmaster for 
three years under President Chester 
A. Arthur. In 1886 1 was appointed 
to Fish Dam cirenit. I received into 
the church 200 souls. 

From 1887 to 1889 I was at the 
Maysville charge. I pnt « front to the 
ehnrch and ceived 125 souls. In 
1890 I was appointed to the Antioch 
charge. During the year 109 souls 
were added to the church. I painted 
the church and raised $100 to build 
another. 

In 1891 I was appointed to the 
White Hall charge. Hers I received 
into the church a large number. 

In 1892 I was transferred by Bishop 
B. W. Arnett to the Georgia Confer- 
ence, and stationed at Bethel charch, 
in Savannah. Here I found a heavy 
debt on the chuch. I cnt it down to 


$300 that year and added a goodly 


number to the church. 

From 1893 to 1895 I served at Quit- 
man station, I received into the 
church 150 members and paid the enr- 
rent indebtedness of the charge. 

In 1896 and 1897 I was at the Val- 
dosta Station. Here we plastered and 
ceiled the church, baptized 150 per- 
vous, and paid off a large debt. 

In 1898 I was sent to Payne's 
chapel, Brunswick. I received into 
the church a goodly unmber of mem- 
bers, 

In 1899 I was sent to Hutebinson 
station. Up to this time I have re- 
ceived 20 new souls in the church, 
and am building a parsonage.
